The move of the Pennsylvania offi- 
cers was explained later by Arizona 
authorities, who said they learned 
that attorneys for the couple planned 
to seek a writ of habeas corpus and 
reopen the extradition hearing. 

The Pennsylvania police car was 
headed toward Tucson, Ariz., but the 
immediate destination of the party 
was kept secret. 

The resignation of the couple to 
their fate before an eastern court 
climaxed identification of them by 
Private Ernest Moore, Pennsylvania 
state highway patrolman, who wus 
wounded -in the gunfight which re- 
sulted in Paul’s death. 

Moore’s recognition of the prison- 
ers was accepted by Arizona authori-

She alleges that he fretted over house- 
hold expenses and that on one occa- 
sion he ordered an airplane for her 
and then later refused to pay for it. 
She charges that in November, 1925, 
he attempted to appropriate another 
plane that she had acquired. 

Lady Heath charges that 
1928 her husband authorized her to 
purchase clothing at various Londun 
shops and then refused to pay 
them. As a result of his @gfusal to 
pay the bills, she charges, she became 
involved in numerous lawsuits that 
humiliated and greatly embarrassed 
her. The attorney Lady Heath 
charges her husband subsidized she 
names as Eric L. Stammers, of Lon- 
don. ‘She charges that her husband's 
threats to disown any child born to 
her were made on the grounds that 
he did not care to support a child. 
She asks no alimony and no finan- 
cial settlement is provided in the 
suit.

The Only Question Im t. 

Ia the present circumstances the 
only question that should be impor- 
tant is whether the people of the 
United States have made a law that 
they can and will enforce?

The Advice of the Wise Men. 


The advice of wise men in all 
generations is to fit legislation to 
public necessity as supported by pub- 
lic opinion. 

The idea of making radical laws, 
however desirable the intended reform 
or benefit, and dragging the people 
up to obedience to them, has no place 
in a true philosophy of government. 

President Washington, in his fare- 
well address, strongly advised against 
that idea and recommended that con- 
stitutional amendments be resorted to 
for the otherwise incurable evils of 
government, 

Jefferson, and Jaekson, and Alex 
Stephens, among many others, strong- 
ly counseled that when any law is 
found unworkable, or unenforceable, 
or productive of more evils that it was 
designed to cure, wisdom\and jJus- 
tice dictate that it should be re- 


pealed, or so recast as to make it ac- 
ceptable to and submitted to by the 
greater mass of the people.

Too Much To Be Hoped For. 

Of course, that is too sublimated a 
philosophy and. too practical states- 
manship to be accepted by us prohibi- 
tionists. We know what we want. 
We don’t know how to get it, but 
we are going to stick out for it un- 
til this blooming, boozy old globe 
blows up! 

We cannot be justly charged with 
any intention to dragoon and bludgeon 
the whole American people into ob- 
servance of a tyrannical law. We 
honestly believed, from eur experi- 
ences in the states and from the fact 
that 33 of them had fuliy outlawed 
the liquor traffic, that the vast ma- 
jority of our fellow-citizens were ready 
and willing to live obediently under 
nationwide* prohibition. 

With that conviction we went out 
to get national prohibition by con- 
stitutional decree. We were surprised 
ourselves by the alacrity of congress 
in submitting the amendment and the 
rapidity with which 45 of the 48 
states ratified it.

How Does the Case Stand Now? 

Now we have the prohibition amend- 
ment—and it will not be repealed. 
You might as well try to take 60 out 
of your watches and clocks than to 
take it out of the Constitution. 

We have the Volstead national pro- 
hibition act, the Webb-Kenyon act, 
the Willis act, the Jones-Stalker act 
and 20 other revenue acts for the en- 


i forcement of the amendment. 


We have had three allegedly “‘sym- 
pathetic administrations” at Washing- 
ton since Président Wilson’s, and we 
have had thousands of special enforce- 
ment officers aNd a hundred millions 
of dollars of enforcement money, to- 
gether with 120 federal courts and dis- 
trict attorneys—and now what have 
you? 

Certainly we want something more 
and better if we are ever to have our 
intended prohibition. I don’t know 
what it is. I do not know anybody 
who does know what it is. But, no 
matter what it is, let’s have it! And

The Best I Can See Ahead.

Britain—MacDonald 


Reduction in naval armaments are 


'inextricably tied with military and 


limitations, Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald declared, stating frankly

“Every country today—wealthy an¢ 
poverty-stricken alike—feels the bur- 
dens of arms, dreads their competi- 
tive development, doubts the value of 
the security they give and would like 
to escape from their influence and 
power.

All, how- 
eyer, come principally from one source 
—a lack of confidence,” he declared.

America—Stimson 


A declaration that the present na- 
val disarmament conference is not re- 
garded as final, but that naval lim- 
itation is a continuous process, was 
embodied in the address of Henry L. 
Stimson, the American secretary of 
state. 

Expressing his appreciation of the 
“lofty idealism” shown in other ad- 
dresses at the conference, Secretary 
Stimson declared his confidence in 
the ultimate accomplishment of the 
purposes for which it has met. “We 
may derive a legitimate gratification 
from the knowledge-that we have lived 
in days when, for first time, hu- 
man thoughts and desires for disarma- 


ment reached practical and tangible 
expression.” 

“T feel it is important to empha- 
size the fact that we do not look upon 
this effort toward disarmament as 
final. Naval limitation is a contin- 
uous process. We regard disarma- 
ment as a goal to be reached by suc- 
cessive steps. . . . A resolution reach- 
ed today, however perfect, may not 
respond to conditions at a later date. 
. « « For that reason we feel that the 
sound and obvious course is to reach 
such agreements as it may be possible 
now, with the khowledge that they 
are open to revision at appropriate 
periods,” 
Common Sense Path. 

“We are following the practical 
and common sense path,” he declared. 
Granting that the greatest contribu- 
tion the United States can make to 
the general cause of disarmament is 
in naval matters, “still it must not 
be forgotten that our

Parrot Disease 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


This alleged outbreak of psittacosis 
(parrot disease) is very much like the 
alleged epidemic of flu in 1928. It 
rages chiefly in conversation. Boston 
and New Orleans readers get the im- 
pression that the people of St. Paul 
and Pittsby ch are dying off like flies 
from the scourge; and St. Paul and 
littsburgh people are beginning to lay 
tentative plans for the organization 
of relief trains to rush to.the stricken 
communities in Massachusetts -and 
Louisiana. A Vienna doctor, naturally 
a famous specialist, oh, yes, he would 
be if he gives the ‘correspondent some 
good stuff, assures the appalled pop- 
ulation of America that the danger of 
contracting the disease from your par- 
rot, granted the parrot has it, is 
slight, and that you must come in 
direct contact with the sick parrot in 
order to catch it. 

The health commissioner of Buffalo 
recommends that everyone harboring a 
parrot wring the bird’s neck and burn 


the cage. It seems to me that it 
might be difficult to burn the cage 
in some cases, especially with the 
grade of coal at present available. 
For all parrots except my neighbor's 
I would suggest avoidance of all fa- 
miliarities and safe sanctuary until 
warm weather, then liberation, in a 
suitable park where the birds might 
have a chance to survive or perish un- 
harmed by man or his dogs, cats or 
other pets. For the neighbor's par- 
rot, the one that yells, “Qauck ! 
Quack!” every time I try to sneak 
agen hy earnestly recommend boiling 
in oil. 

The germ of the disease closely re- 
sembles the typhoid bacillus, and in 
fact the disease has been mistaken for 
typhoid, in men. Psittacosis is not a 
new disease; it has been recognized 
in America for more than 30 years. 
The reason for the present popular 
interest in it is undoubtedly the late 
departure of the medical profession 
from the good old policy of dignified si- 
lence to a rather undignified scramble 
to get into the papers. 

There is now, I believe, no more 
parrot fever in America than there 
has been in any year for the past 
quarter of a century. However, the 
excitement may do some good, as it 
will bring the disease to the attention 
of some popular physicians who never 
risk Straining their brains by studying 
medicine, once they’ve achieved pop- 
ularity. Thus-better diagonsis may 
bring to light more of these cases, too 
commonly mistaken for typhoid fever 
or “typhoid pneumonia.”

The statesmen of 
the powers stood beside purple chairs 
ornamented with golden crowns and 
crests.

stock market gave the best account 
of itself today that it has given in 
nearly two weeks, but nevertheless

first of the year. Trading picked up 
a little, total sales aggregating 2,233,- 
230 shares, a gain of about 540,000 
over yesterday. The market crept 
forward along a broad front, scores 
- — closing a point or two 
lig ler 

Operators for the fall prodded the 
list further during the first hour of 
trading, but offerings soon dried up, 
and a sizeable covering movement set 
in. Pools resumed operations in a 
few shares, notably among the amuse- 
ment and food issues. On. the whole, 
however, the day’s operations repre- 
sented little more than a game of dou- 
ble solitaire between the bull and the 
bear camps. ‘The price index of 90 
stocks was elevate —approximately 
1 1-2 points. 

It is now about on a level with 
that reached in first week of the re- 
bound after the market touched bot- 
tom on November 13. 

Favorable News. 

The day’s business news was large- 
ly favorable, if not particularly con- 
clusive. President Hoover’s statement 
indicating a definite turn for the bet- 
te- in employment was pleasing, al- 
though such a turn normally occurs 
between now and the middle of Feb- 
ruary. Steel operations were unof- 


ficially reported to have gained fur- | 


ther, U. S. steel mills working at 
about 72 per cent of capacity. The 
weekly condition statement of federal 
reserve member banks showed a re- 
duction of $52,000,000 in loans on 
securities in the latest week, in which 
brokers loans rose $13,000,000, in- 


dicating gradual liquidation of this 
large volume of tied up credit. Credit 
conditions remained satisfactory, call 
oans still renewing at 4 1-2 per cent 
and dropping to 4.. The probability 
of lower bank notes on Thursday was 
again widely discussed. 

Pools have of late made several at- 
tempts to get public followings in the 
food and amusement shares on the 
theory that these industries are de- 
pression-proof, although the Fox situ- 
ation has interfered with plans in the 
latter group. National Biscuit was a 
strong spot, the old shares making an 
extreme gain of about 7 points. War- 
ner Brothers A, Paramount and Rar 
dio-Keith rose a point or two in large 
scale buying. Motor accessories 
turned upward on the reports of in- 
creasing production. The tobacco mer- 
chandising shares rallied further, with 
additional indications of improve- 
ment in the retail price situation. 

Among miscellaneous shares gain- 
ing 2 to 5 points were Allied Chemi- 
cal, Amegican Can, Atchison, Auburn 
Auto, J. I. Case, Chesapeake Corpo- 
ration, General Electric, Bendix Avia- 
tion, w's, Inc., Stewart- Warner, 
Purity Baking, Raybestos-Manhattan 
and Westinghouse Manufacturing. 
United States Steel and General Mo- 
tors each closed up about a point. 

Few Weak Spots. 

Among the few weak spots, Fashion 
Park preferred dropped 10 points to a 
new low, and Neisner Brothers and 
Celotex sagged a couple of points to 
new lows for this market. American 
Tobacco B lost about 2 points in 
realizing. 

The commodity markets were firm- 
er. Wheat futures gained about a 
cent a bushel on a. decrease in the 
world visible supply and larger for- 
eign takings. Corn sold up slightly 
in sympathy with a better market in 
Buenos Aires. Cotton ruled slightly 
higher, reflecting lightening of pres- 
sure from foreign markets. Coffee 
futures were firmer on reports of a 
shipment of gold fron: Brazil, pre 
sumably to support Brazilian  ex- 
change. 

Attention was centered on _ the 
Spanish peseta in the foreign exchange 
markets. The peseta dropped to 12.84 
cents, then rallied to 13.06 on an- 
nouncement of the resignation of 
Finance Minister Sotelo, whose sta- 
bilization program has met with un- 
favorable results.

cial.) —The bureau of the budget was 


urged today by a delegation of south- 
ern congressmen to approve the. 


| $6,000,000 fund proposed in a bill al- 


ready passed by the senate which is 
intended as a relief measure for 
farmers and fruit growers © of the 
southeastern section in financing the 
purchase of seed, fertilizers and feed 
in connection aii year’s crop 
operations. 

The delegation was headed by Rep- 
resentative Charles R. Crisp, Repre- 
sentative Thomas M. Bell and Repre- 
sentative W. W. Larsen, of Georgia, 
the latter a member of the house 
agricultural committee which has the 
measure in charge. 

Already the house committee has 
conducted hearings on the senate bill, 
but a reluctance on the part of repub- 
lican leaders to grant a favorable re- 
port caused the delegation to call on 
budget officials today. Majority lead- 
ers had intimated that the appropria- 
tion would be held up unless the 
budget approved it. Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Hyde gave his indorsement 
before the fund was act upon in 
the senate and ordinarily this would 
be interpreted as sufficient adminis- 
tration support, but further assurance 
was wanted in the house. 


Members of the Georgia group said 
after the conference today that while 
budget officials failed to make a defi- 
nite commitment, promising to take 
the matter under advisement, indica- 
tions were that at least a part of the 
fund would be recommended. Proba- 
bilities are, it was stated, that the 
budget will recommend an appropria- 
tion equivalent to the amount that 
has been repaid under a similar bill 
passed Yat the last session. Last re- 
ports were that something,.in excess 
of $5,000,000 out of the original 
$6,000,000 fund has been repaid. 

The fund is intended as temporary 
relief to farmers of Georgia and the 
other southeastern states who  suf- 
fered injury to crops because of flood 
conditions of 1927 and 1928. 


ANTICANCER SERUM 
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REPORTED DISCOVERED 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21.—() 


Discovery by two San Francisco sur-' 


geons of what they call a ‘“‘cancer- 
killing serum” was disclosed today 
when it became known that medical 
agenciés of the University of Cali- 
fornia have decided to co-operate in 
further experiments with the sub- 
stance. 

The originators, Dr. Walter Ber- 
nard Coffey, chief surgeon of the 
Southern Pacifie hospital here, and 
Dr. John D. Humber, his colleague, 
specified that the serum was not to 
be regarded as a cancer cure, but as- 
serted that it was able to kill can- 
cerous tissues. Dr. Coffey said it 
produced “striking results” in .one 
case, 

Dr. Karl Meyer, director of the 
Hooper foundation of the University 
of California, described the discovery 
as “the most notable advdnce in the 
field of cancer researeh”’ and a® be- 
ing “of the utniost possible im- 
portance.” , 

Dr. John Gallwey, prominent San 
Francisco surgeon, said the serum had 
“proved itself potent in killing ma- 
lignant tissues,” but that at this stage 
it would be inadvisable to hail it as 
a cancer cure. The serum is derived 
from the outer layer of the adrenal 
glands of sheep and was asserted by 
its discoverers to have the power, 
when injected into the human body, 
of “destroying the tissues of the ma- 
lignant areas.” 

Tie 
experiments reported further research 
would be necessary to discover. in 
what types of cancer and in what 
stages the serum is most effective.

to fill the gap. 
What About Notre Dame? 


Notre Dame suffers a terrific loss in the middle of the line with Can- 
non, Law and Moynihan missing—the strongest center trio in football. 

But Rockne will have a world of good backfield talent on hand with 
Carrideo, Savoldi, Brill, Schwartz and several others, enough to guarantee 
one of the best backfields in the game. And there is little to worry about 
any Notre Dame line. 

Notre Dame may have had a weak line at some time in the last 
ten years, but it is hard to recall. 

Harvard has a great chance in the east, with Ben Ticknor and 
that sophomore backfield to start with.

Kentucky returns another strong nucleus, but Tulane loses one of her 
main brilliants in Bill Banker, one of the star backs of 1929. 

Down in the southwest Southern Methodist, T. C. U. and Texas all re- 
turn high-class material, while Texas A. and M. is looking for a better 
year. 

The Conference. 

The Western Conference race is still a guess. It usually is 
around the first of November, much less the middle of Jgnuary. 
Purdue loses Welch and Sleight, two of her main stars. That 
will leave a big gap. Michigan will be much improved, and Illinois 
is always somewhere around the top. Minnesota loses Nagurski, 
one of the most valuabl-_ all-round players of many years. 

There is at least evidence enough this far ahead that 1930 will 
carry its full share of action, upsets and all the fanfare that go 
with football.

GRAPPLING ROW 
BANS HEAVIES 
FROM ILLINOIS 


Sonnenberg’s Refusal To 
Enter Tourney as Con- 
testant Causes Split. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—(/)—Heavy- 
weight wrestling in Illinois was 
placed under ban indefinitely today. 

The Illinois state athletic commis- 
sion gave the sport a stunning blow 
after failing to interest wrestlers of 
all faetions to enter an elimination 
tournament proposed by the commis- 
sion to decide the.championship. 

The commission decided to enforce 
the suspension of wrestling in the 
heavyweight division until such time 
as all championship contenders or 
their representatives appear before 
the commissioners and agree to sat- 
isfactory conditions for an elimina- 
tion tournament. 

General John VY. Clinnin, chairman 
of the commission, told of the efforts 
made by the commission to clear up 
the difficulties in the heavyweight 
class by announcing an elimination 
tournament, with January 15 as the 
last day on which entries would be 


received. 
SOME ENTER. 

“Certain wrestlers entered with 
qualifications, other entered unquall- 
fied, and there were so many stipu- 
lations presented we decided to sus- 
pend all heavyweight wrestling and 
cancel the tournament,” General Clin- 
nin said. “We also ordered all for- 
feits refunded.” 

General Clinnin said Jim Londos, 
Ray Steele and Hans Steinke, the 
ponderous German heavyweight, had 
refused to enter the tournament un- 
less Gus Sonnenberg, the champion, 
competed as a contestant rather than 
as a titleholder to meet the survivor. 
This trio insisted Sonnenberg’s name 
be tossed into a hat along with all 
other challengers and that he be 
forced to wrestle the opponent drawn 
for him. 

Sonnenberg, in his agreement to 
meet the survivor of the tournament, 
stipulated he would not meet all chal- 


| lengers, but that he would engage the 
winner in a title match. 


The wrestlers, who placed forfeits 
of $2,500 cash and agreed to wrestle 
with no qualifications were Ed 
“Strangler” Lewis, Marian Plestina. 
Stanley Stasiak, Joe Malcewicz and 
others. 

John Pesek, one of the acknowl- 
edged champion contenders, made only 
a gesture to enter, withdrawing be- 
fore the closing date of the entries, 
General Clinnin said. 

ACTION PROTESTED. 

The commission’s action was not 
taken without protest. Wrestlers 
and promoters were represented by at- 
torneys who asked the commission to 
defer action for 30 days. The com- 
missioners refused. 

We have tried for months to clear 
up this situation and have been get- 
ting nowhere,” General Clinnin said. 
“Now it is up to the wrestlers them- 
selves to clean up. When they all 
can agree and enter the proposed tour- 
nament then the ban will be lifted. 
Until then there will be no heavy- 
weight wrestling in Illinois.”

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—(#)—The Ili- 
nois State Athletic commission today 
ordered the $10,000 forfeit, posted by 
Middleweight Champion Mickey Walk- 
er as a guarantee that he would risk 
title before last September, paid over 
by the California Boxing commission 
to the Shrine hospital.

A Complete Life. 

The great sports idols of America usually come to some incongruous 
end. The fans who are quick to exalt a sports idols and to hoist them 
to high pedestals are just as quick to tilt them from their bases and 
watch with the delight of children the smash that ensues. They say 
that the national pastime is baseball, but the real national sport is watch- 
ing a popular idol hit the skids, 


to take its passing with the same grace. He lived a radiant figure in 
the national sports; he made a full life of it and he took the passing and 
the dimniing of the limelight philosophically and with dignity. That one 
was Christy Mathewson. 

John J. McGraw, who should be a judge always, will insist 
that he was the greatest of the pitchers—if not the greatest of 
the athletes who ever played the national game. He had two 
qualities that are not too common in professional baseball— 
character and intelligence. Perhaps more than any baseball 
player, he raised the standards of the professional baseball players. 

He came to the Giants at the time McGraw became their manager, 
straight from Bucknell college, where he was the fullback of the foot- 
ball team and the pitcher of the baseball team, a campus hero, with all 
of the excuses for having an inflated ego. But there was nothing of 
this about Mathewson. He had a sense of values from the start and 
athletic success never spoiled him. Perhaps that was why he was so 
well equipped for facing the inevitable decline when it came. 

The greatest tribute to the standing of Mathewson as a man and a 
baseball player came as an aftermath of the celebrated Merkel case. It 
will be recalled that in a very crucial game, which involved the chances 
of the Giants for world’s series money—for which, as the boys say, the 
players care quite as much as they do for their right eyes—the first 
baseman of the Giants forgot to touch second. It was the celebrated 
“boner” of the national pastime, ranking with Anderson’s stealing of 
second with the bases full. 

There were conflicting stories of what happened during the 
confusion that ensued. Both sides claimed everything, as is the 
custom of the national pastime. In baseball nobody’s word is 
worth a dime concerning anything that happened in the process 
of a game that means anything—for that is the spirit of the 
national pastime. 

Newspapers, baseball writers and players were wildly partisan. It 
really looked as though nobody was competent to testify as to just what 
happened. Because that particular game meant a pennant and the par- 
ticipation in the world series the national commission had to decide the 
knotty point. 

They took affidavits from everybody, from the umpires, the baseball 
writers, the scorer, the spectators and even the constabulary. The in- 
tricate affair was settled in a surprisingly short time, considering the 
fact that it involved such a weighty affair. The ruling was against the 
Giants, who subsequently lost that decision, the play-off game and the 
chance at the world series money. 

A member of the national commission afterward revealed that it was 
Mathewson’s affidavit that decided it. He had seen what had happened 
and testified to the truth, though it cost him and his teammates their 


prize money. 
An Unheeded Warning. 

If they had listened to Mathewson the Black Sox scandal might have 
been averted. After he passed from active baseball playing it was quite 
natural that Mathewson should become a manager. He had all of the 
qualifications for handling baseball players. 

He preferred charges against a player, who since has been read 
out of baseball for quite good reasons. While this player was in 
the game it was known that he was negotiating with gamblers 
for the throwing of baseball games. But after Mathewson filed 
the charges and the player was suspended Mathewson became a 
captain in the reserve and went on overseas duty. 

After the armistice there was a revival of interest in baseball and 
the usual rush to get the best possible teams together. The man that 
Mathewson had dismissed was one of the best players of all time at his 
position. He was needed to fill a place in one of the teams and a move- 
ment was started to have him reinstated. Mathewson had not yet re- 
turned from France and could not file his protest. 

The man was put back in the game after a hearing. Now persons 
who know the working of baseball players’ minds or who claim to know 
them insist that this whitewashing of a notoriously crooked baseball 
player had much to do with the action of the Black Sox. It made weak 
baseball players in all flubs discontented. They reasoned, “What is the 
use of being on the level when this fellow who has done everything and 
who is notorious not only is whitewashed and restored at a top salary 
but is hailed as a returning hero by the fans.” 

It can be seen that this line of bad reasoning would work on the 
minds of weak players who were underpaid and generally in a bad frame 


of mind. 
A Successful Man. 


Aging athletes (and they age with exceeding rapidity) usually be- 
come resentful and bitter when the plaudits that they used to hear turn 
to jeers and they hear from the throats that used to scream “Attaboy,” 


or whatever they screamed, that cruel cry of *“‘Take him out.” And 
athletes are not the only heroes who have to hear that sooner or Iater. 
Or they become ludicrously pathetic, like some of the old 
prize fighters who want to edge their way into the ring to be 
introduced when nobody wants to see them any more. Some- 
times they succeed in reaching the center of the ring and clasp 
their hands together and wave at the gallery, getting something 
out of a faint echo of the cheers that used to greet them. Some- 
times it would seem merciful to chloroform old prize fighters who 
get that way for their own sakes. 

Mathewson did not wait to hear the call of “Take him out.’ When 
his speed was spent he continued pitching on his intelligence and con- 
trol, and when that failed him he stepped out of the box, not, of course, 
without regret, but with the feeling that he had given and gained all that 
could be done in that line. His career as an athlete was complete and 
well rounded. He lost the essentials for pitching, but he never lost the 
dignity that he had worn as a popular idol. 

His career as a manager and club president was cut short by illness 
and untimely death. He had intelligence and understanding that would 
_have won him success at anything; but he elected to be a professional 
| baseball player—and he was a truly great one. He rests now within 
hearing of the fresh young voices from the campus of Bucknell, where 
his career began. I should cite him as an example of the successful man.

under control of a new federal com- 
mission. : 

Referring to Manton’s’ testimony, 
Schuette said it was “easy to under- 
stand this complaint.” 

“We feel.” he added, “that if it 
had not been for our campaign, the 
radio trust might not now be called 
upon to face the inquisition of your

~ BLAMED FOR DISASTER 


Inquiry Into T. A. T. Crash 
Develops Theory of Too 
Low Turn. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 21.—(?)— 
Blinding rain, from a sudden squall 
that blew in from the Pacific, blot- 
ting out the dangerous proximity of 
the earth, was given today as prob- 
ably the chief cause of 16 persons 
being dashed to a flaming death in 
the T. A. T. Maddux airliner crash 
near San Clement, Cal., Sunday night. 

That theory was advanced by 8. 
D. Welch, pilot and member of the 
T. A. T.-Maddux board of inquiry, 
which took testimony in a public hear- 
ing for an official report to the com- 
pany’s board of directors. Welch said 
the evidence showed the giant tri-mo- 
tored plane was flying horth at a 
ivery low altitude into the storm, and 
that visibility begame so poor that 
Pilot Basil Russel} was forced to turn 
back, 

In doing so, it was explained, the 
craft lost altitude slightly and in 
banking about the lett wing tip raked 
the ground, throwing the craft on its 
nose. Welch and other witnesses said 
that all three propellers of the plane 
were found “curled up” showing that

Iwo Ensley Banks, Recently 
Closed, Had Been Looted, 
They Say. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.. June. 21.— 
(P)—County Solicitor George Lewis 


Bailes announced tonight that two 
former employees of the Bank of Ens- 
ley, which closed its doors several cays 
ago, have confessed to misappropriat- 
ing approximately $300,000 of bank 
funds while employed in the institu- 
tion. The two employees, Earl Fricks, 
former head bookkeeper and assistant 
cashier, and Herman Smith, former 
omg teller, were placed in jail to- 
ay. 

Bailes said the two men declared in 
their confessions that the money was 
used to buy real estate during the 
boom period in Ensley nearly two 
years ago. 

Their bonds were set at $5,000 each 
on embezzlement charges pending ac- 
tion by the county grand jury. 

Members of a citizens’ depositors 
committee which has been seeking to 
raise approximately $1, 500,000 to per- 
mit reorganization and reopening of 
the Bank of Ensley and its subsidiary, 
the Bank of Wylam, said they hoped 
to realize approximately 80 pr cent
